Dust Does Its Work 


Chronic bronchitis is usually a 
secondary disease, by which we 
mean that it is often the result of 
frequent attacks of the acute 
trouble. It also follows irritation of 
dusts occurring in certain occupa- 
tions, such as mining, metal pol- 
ishing and grinding, stone cutting, 
pottery making, cement grinding 
and mixing and the dust from 
flour mills and cotton gins.

Plaid Coats Win Paris

New York — Town clothes in 
Paris are generally associated with 
dark colors, so when Paris says 
plaid coats are being worn by the 
smartly dressed woman in this 
fashion center it is news that is 
worthy of repetition.
